The state railroad eommissioii hat 
decided th at it has the power to re­ 
quire a railroad to maintain a kta- 
tion agent where public convenience 
and necessity demand it even though 
the total receipts fall below $12,060 
a year. The.case, arising out of the 
application of the N orthern Pacific 
railway to close the station at Sims, 
involves statutory 
provisions 
with 
regard to the maintetian'ce of 
rail­ 
road stations, and the issue is final­ 
ly expected to he nettled in the su­ 
preme court . In the Sims caso the 
railroad commission orders that the 
station dgent be maintairted. 
The Northern Pacific contended, 
according to the 
decision, written 
by Commissioner 
McDonnell, 
that 
having shown that the total receipts 
were less tljan $12,00q a year, it,is 
at liberty to discontinue the station, 
asserting th at ^he North Dal^ota laws 
specifically .nrovide- th at if the re­ 
ceipts fall below $12,060 a year a' 
station may be 
discontinued. 
The 
receips at the Sims station in 1922, 
the riilroad maintained, 
amounted 
to $4,880.20. 
Caunsel for citizens of Sims and

Flour contracts awarded for state 
ins^tutions between April 1 and Oct­ 
ober 1, 1923, to taled -$11,007.94 and 
of this amouflt $9,749.69 went to the 
state milj at Grand Forks, accoiiiing 
to a statem ent issued today by R. B. 
Murphy, chairman of the state board 
of adm inistration in, answ sr to state­ 
ments in Nonpartisan league news­ 
papers. 
“An article appearing in the .Lea­ 
gue press recently in the m atter of 
purchosing flour for 
state 
institu­ 
tions wua 
annarently 
intended to 
mislead rather than instruct,” said 
Mr. Murphy, adding th a t 
“figures 
showing ‘payments’ taken from the 
State 
Auditor’s 
records are 
mis­ 
leading in that the dates 
of pay­ 
ments are; from 30 to 90 days or 
more later than the dates of the pur­ 
chases, due to routine of settlem ent.” 
He continued: 
“Contracts with private flour con­ 
cerns 
which 
were let 
October 1, 
1922 (before the state mill was in 
operation) 
did 
not 
expire 
until 
April 1, 1923. 
Hence the state mill 
did not enter into competition until 
the latter date. For the six months 
beginning April 1, 1923 (which was 
the first date on which bids were or 
could be submitted by the state mill) 
and ending October 1, 1923 flour con­ 
tracts for instltutions^w ere awarded 
ih the total amount of $11,007.94. Of 
this 
amount the 
state 
mill 
was 
awarded $9,749.69, and private mills 
$1,982.26. 
In other words,\ since the 
state mill entered into competition 
th eir contracts with state instituions 
have totalled 88.6 percent of the to­ 
tal award. 
In only two cases since 
the state mill came into competition 
have awards been made to 
private 
mills, and in both of thess cases the 
spread in price amounted to 26 cents 
a barrel. 
The records further show 
that since the State Mill, entered in­ 
to competition, 
the 
Riissell-Miller 
Milling Company was awarded .only 
one contract amounting to $378, or 
about three 
percent of the 
total 
awards. 
So much for facts.”

“We expect to continue asking 
for bids as heretofore agd as con­ 
templated though not mandatory in 
the .law. 
We ahall award contracts 
as our judgm ent dictates to be tbs 
most advantageous to the institution.

’ing that will eclipse it will rise toward the sky 1100 feet, 
which is over a fifth of a mile. 
' 
This will make it the highest man-made structure in the 
tworld, 100 feet taller than the EifTel Tower in Paris. 
We 
wonder what the builders of the Tower of Babel would say 
of it. They’d probably gape. 


The skyscraper, an American creation, is the result of 
the attempt to escape from high land values and the tribute 
or toll that has to be paid to them. 
Land being too costly, the buildings bulge into the air 
instead of spreading out over a large territory. 
All this is a result of congestion of population — the 
‘swanning instinct that began when men banded together for 
common defense against wild beasts and savage rival tribes, 
and which has reached its worst in our generation. 
An 80-story building wonderful? Well’ it’s a wonderful 
monument to our submission to a frightful economic prob­ 
lem—land ownershio.

The airplane probably will relieve the situa,tion by en­ 
abling men to live hundreds of miles out in the Country, 
quickly flying to and from work, with cities abandoned except 
as center of trading and recreation.

To build an 80-story building solidly and equip it with 
elevator and other service, requires almost phenomenal skill 
and intelligence.

See Santa 
Maria del Miracoll In Venice, and 
see there the renaissance alive witli 
creative beauty, making something 
never before made in Just that w ay; 
the' spirit speaking again through 
the vivid Ilhe and form.

after long years, when man stopped 
dreaming and had waked up, know­ 
ing facts and forgetting fancy, see 
the hopeless pile of stone in Paris 
called the Madeleine.—North Amer­ 
ican Review.

How te Repair Fountain Pen. 
Secure a silk thread as nearly 
like the color of the pen to be re­ 
paired as possible. Then coat the 
I section, covering the crack with al­ 
coholic solution of shellac. Before 
the shellac sets, wrap the section 
with the silk thread as uniformly 
as possible, and with all the t«nslon 
that the thread will stand, making^ 
no provision for the. ends of the 
thread except to smooth them down 
weU In the setting shellac. 
After % 
this shellac Is dry, which will only 
require a fey minutes, the Job can 
be finished by covering the thread 
with another light coat of shellac. 
The part thus repaired will he thíí 
strongest point in the pen, and If It 
he the barrel of the pen. It will be 
absolutely necessary that the shel­ 
lac be, light, for If it is heavy it 
will not make a neat Job. whereas 
If it is too light It will get before 
It can be wrapped. If too light give 
the place a second coat, when the 
first has half set. 


Pulsations of tha Earth. 
It has been proved that. In ad­ 
dition to the many tremors due to 
seismic or earthquake Influences 
which modem delicate Instruments 
detect, there are certain pulsations 
that seem to have some other orl- 
ygln. Some of these are diurnal, and 
are probably .due to the Influence of 
the sun and the weather on the 
ground.

Reduction in C oal'R ate to 
State Insane Hospital Will 
Be Obtained 
^ 


The state railroad commission to­ 
day, in fixing a rate upon coal on the 
Midland 
Continental 
railroad, 
ap­ 
proved contentions made by the state 
board of administration which en ­ 
deavored to secure a lower rate on 
coal to the state 
iniaiie 
hospital, 
near Jamestown. 
A saving of sev­ 
eral thousand dollars a year will re­ 
sult to the state, it is said. 
The state board sought to have pub­ 
lished joint rates on coal passing to 
Midland Continental from the North­ 
ern Pacific and Great Northern rail­ 
ways. The Midland Continental, stat­ 
ing it was a Class B road wit’n a 
higher unit of operating expenses, 
asked that the divi^iPn of the rule 
be 33 1-2 per qent minimum to it, 
this division obtaining on coal -re­ 
ceived on its lines from the Milwau­ 
kee and Soo roads. 
The state con­ 
tended this division was too great, 
and the' Northern Pacific is'Ked a ‘25 
per cent division to the Mtdlanil. 
' 
In making the division the rail­ 
road commission, fixed .a flat rate of 
45 cents per ton to the Midlanj Con­ 
tinental for hauling coal over its 
lines, when received at Jamestown 
or Wimbledon Junction. 
Tho'ligrito 
rate on the Midland Continontal now 
is 61 cents from Jamestown to the 
state hospital and 73 cents to most 
distant points on the ro.ic.
